We will stamp an item number on each of the cards. 


At that time, take the bottom "Claim Check" tab from the card. If you printed the cards yourself, we have scissors to cut 
the Claim Check from the bottom of the card.

It is important that the items be placed in item number order on these tables. After your items are sold and the buyer has 
paid for them, you may collect the amount due to you.

BUSTED ON BENJAMIN CAY

Jon, WG4CZX, was awaiting his turn in court after receiving a traffic citation several weeks earlier on Benjamin Cay for 
the dubious crime of “using a handheld wireless communications device while operating a motor vehicle.” The “device” 
happened to be his 6 meter FM transceiver. A previous law targeted cellular telephone users (and exempted amateur ra- 
dio operators) but it had been recently overturned in court. The state legislature retaliated with a replacement law that 
criminalized anyone (except emergency personnel) who operated anything resembling a cellular phone while driving a 
motor vehicle. Jon had immediately turned off his radios after he was pulled over, but the state trooper still photographed 
them as evidence. The frustrated amateur radio operator had been scheming ever since on how to fight the ticket in court. 
He had operated HF and VHF radios while mobile ever since he had his driver’s license and he was not about to silenced 
by a stupidly framed law aimed at an entirely different slice of the motoring public. 


“All rise,” the bailiff bellowed. “Tidewater Traffic Court is now in session, Judge Phyllis Flaytis presiding. First case is 
Commonwealth versus Jon Simpson.” 


Jon watched as the deputy Commonwealth’s attorney gave her “textbook” spiel on the charge and the uniformed state 
trooper gave a similar spiel on how he saw Jon talking on a radio microphone and why that gave the trooper probable 
cause for the traffic stop. The prosecutor also introduced the photo of Jon’s amateur radio transceivers as evidence. 
Then it was Jon’s turn to cross-examine the trooper. 


“Trooper Furman, what does that fancy pin near your nameplate signify?” Jon asked. 


“Tt is an award for firearms proficiency. I received it from the highway patrol commissioner last year,” the trooper re- 
plied, in a monotone straight out of a court testimony training video. 


“So you must have very good eyesight, then, to excel at firearms?” Jon asked, folding his arms. 

“According to my last physical examination, yes, uncorrected vision,” answered the trooper. 

“So, according to that examination, you must have very good hearing as well, then?” asked Jon. 

“Yes,” replied the trooper. 

“So, based on your remarkable, uncorrected eyesight, you suspected that I was talking on, and I quote, ‘a handheld wire- 
less communications device’ unquote and thus in violation of the Commonwealth Motor Vehicle Code so you pulled me 
over?” Jon asked, slowly walking around in front of the witness stand. 


“Yes,” the trooper said. “I saw your mouth moving.” 


“Were you aware that I was chewing gum and that’s why my mouth was moving while I was driving? Or is that some- 
thing that is illegal now that we didn’t know about?” Jon raised his eyebrows and stared at the courtroom ceiling. 


“You were not chewing gum when I spoke with you,” replied the trooper, in an agitated voice. 


“Well Trooper Furman, that is because I had spit it out into a piece of tissue before you walked up because I felt it would 
impolite to speak with an officer of the law with chewing gum in my mouth. You never asked me if I had been chewing 
anything and you did not mention that in your testimony.” Jon walked closer to the witness stand. 


“Trooper Furman, did you hear any voices coming from my vehicle, or did you see a cellular telephone inside it after you 
walked up to it and looked inside?” Jon asked. 


“No, I did not,” answered the trooper. “I saw your radios which are unlawful to operate while driving a vehicle.” 
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“So that means the two radios you took a photograph of and introduced as Commonwealth’s digital exhibit num- 
ber one were not turned on, not operational, then?” Jon had his hands on his hips. 


“They looked like they were turned on,” the trooper replied. 


“Your honor, I direct your attention to Commonwealth’s digital exhibit number one. Trooper Furman’s photo- 
graph of the radios inside my vehicle clearly indicates the power switches for both amateur radio transceivers 
were in the off position and the digital displays were dark.” Jon lifted up the photograph from the clerk’s table, 
held it in front of the judge, and pointed at the switches. 


“In fact, you don’t know if those radios even worked at all?” Jon asked, putting the photo back down on the 
clerk’s table. The trooper did not answer. 


“Your honor, I introduce defense’s physical exhibit number one into evidence. For the record, this is a Shuler- 
crafters microphone with cord for use with two-way radio transceivers. I admit I held this microphone in my 
right hand while driving as testified to by Trooper Furman. However, it is a fact that this piece of equipment is a 
microphone only and is in fact incapable of transmitting or receiving wireless communications in and of itself, 
without being connected to a two-way radio....a radio that Trooper Furman admits he cannot prove was even 
turned on, let alone was functioning as a so-called, quote, handheld wireless communication device, unquote. In 
fact, I was using this microphone to scratch my beard when I was pulled over by Trooper Furman.” Jon swung 
the microphone cable in a circle in front of him before putting it back down on the clerk’s table. 


“Mr. Simpson,” said the judge, “Since you claim in your testimony that the microphone is incapable of making 
telephone calls, please demonstrate this fact before the court by attaching it to that cellular telephone on the 
clerk’s table in front of the bench.” 


Jon picked up the microphone cord and attempted to plug it into the cellular telephone. The large metal Shuler- 
crafters plug was much larger than the much smaller jack on the cell phone. 


“Looks like it doesn’t fit, your honor, since my microphone is designed for two-way radios, not cell phones, so 
this proves that I cannot make telephone calls with the object I held in my hand as claimed by Trooper Furman. 
Your honor, if the plug don’t fit, you must acquit!” Jon glared at the prosecutor and then dropped the micro- 
phone on the clerk’s table. 


The judge glanced at the prosecutor and asked for rebuttal. The prosecutor shook her head no while the trooper 
fidgeted in the witness box. 


“Trooper Furman, you may step down,” said the judge. Then she looked across the courtroom at Jon and sighed. 


“Based on the evidence presented before the bench,” she began, “or lack thereof, Commonwealth has failed to 
prove the defendant was in fact using a handheld wireless communications device while operating a motor vehi- 
cle. If Commonwealth had documented electronic evidence such as telephone and tower records billed from the 
device that would indicate said device was in fact being used to conduct communications at the time of the al- 
leged violation, I would find the defendant guilty, despite his eloquent dissertation about his microphone. How- 
ever, Commonwealth only presented evidence that the defendant was driving with something in his hand that 
Commonwealth could not prove was an operational wireless communications device. Therefore, the court finds 
defendant, Jon Simpson, not guilty.” The judge banged her gavel. “Bailiff, next case, please.”

To: All Commands 
Reference: Action Required 
Subject: Enforcement of Section 23123.5 of the California Vehicle Code 


Effective January 1, 2017, Section 23123.5 of the California Vehicle Code (CVC) was amended by Assembly Bill 1785, 
which substantially expanded the scope of Section 23123.5 CVC, from simply prohibiting the use of a wireless 

phone to text while driving, to prohibiting holding and operating a handheld wireless telephone or an electronic wireless 
communications device while driving. 

However, a driver may still use a handheld wireless telephone or an electronic wireless communication device while 
driving when: 


The handheld wireless communication device is mounted to a windshield (in compliance with Section 26708[b] CVC), 
dashboard, or center console in a manner which does not interfere with the drivers view of the road, and; 


The drivers hand is used to activate or deactivate a feature with a single tap or swipe of the drivers finger. 
Pursuant to Section 23123.5(f) CVC, the definition of an electronic wireless communications device includes, but is not 


limited to: a broadband personal communication device, a specialized mobile radio device, a handheld device or laptop 
computer with mobile data access, a pager, or a two-way messaging device. 


Section 23123.5 CVC does not apply to manufacturer-installed systems which are embedded in the vehicle, nor does it 
apply to an emergency services professional using a wireless telephone while operating an authorized 
Emergency vehicle, in the course and scope of employment. 


This information will be added to an upcoming revision to Highway Patrol Manual 100.68, Traffic Enforcement Policy 
Manual, Chapter 5, Other Enforcement Issues.

The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club maintains and operates high-quality, wide-coverage re- 
peaters for the use of all amateur radio operators. Operation and use of these repeaters shall 
comply fully with the Amateur Radio Service (Part 97) regulations of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission’s Private Radio Service, and the following rules of the Mount Diablo Amateur 
Radio Club: 


1. The repeaters are provided for the purposes of contacting and passing information between 
fellow amateur radio operators, and providing service to the public as a voluntary, noncommer- 
cial communication service, particularly with respect to providing emergency communications. 


2. In the spirit of the Amateur Radio Service, users shall respect and support each other in a 
courteous and positive manner. 


3. Due to the wide coverage of the repeaters and the club’s large membership, the length of 
QSOs should be kept to a minimum. Conversations shall be limited to 10 minutes during com- 
mute hours; 6:00--9:00 a.m. and 4:00--7:00 p.m. Operators should always pause before transmit- 
ting, to allow another station to break in. Please use simplex frequencies or HF bands for “rag- 
chewing.” 


4. Operators shall announce their call sign before transmitting any touch-tone commands, at the 
end of each communication, and every ten minutes or less during a communication. 


5. There shall be absolutely no communications containing obscene, indecent, or profane words, 
language, or meaning. Discussion of political or potentially sensitive social issues shall be 
avoided. 


6. No one shall cause or condone the malicious or intentional interference of anyone’s communi- 
cations on the repeaters. 


7. Operators shall not communicate with, or discuss the actions of, anyone who violates these 
rules over the air on Club repeaters. 


8. Control Operators are required to turn off a repeater to terminate improper operation or use. 


9. The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club Board of Directors reserves the right to forbid the use 
of the repeaters by anyone who repeatedly violates these rules, or anyone who facilitates or en- 
courages others to violate these rules.
